President Truman was confronted 
by a sharp division among Demo- 
crats today as he considered 
whether to sign or veto the Kerr 
natural gas bill which squeaked 
through the House by a two-vote 
margin late yesterday. 

Brushing aside opposition cries 
of “a grab” by big interests, the 
House last night sent the bill to 
Truman by a 176-to-174 vote. The 
measure would prohibit the Fed- 
eral Power Commission from fix- 
ing the price of gas delivered to 
pipelines by so-called independent 
producers. 

Rayburn Appeals for Passage. 
The bill was approved only after 
Speaker Rayburn (Dem.), Texas, 
made a personal appeal for its 
passage. “In my opinion,” he 
said, “this bill will not raise the 
price of natural gas to any con- 
sumer by one red cent.” 

But other Democrats shouted 
that the measure would take an 
extra $100,000,000 a year from 
consumers, principally in the 
North and East, and hand it over 
to special interests.

AIRPORT STUDY VOTED 


Aldermen Authorize Expendi- 
ture — East St. Louis Ex- 
pected to Provide $5000. 


Funds for an engineering sur- 
vey of Parks Metropolitan Airport 
on the East Side, to determine the 
feasibility of its acquisition and 
development as a second St. Louis 
municipal airport, were voted yes- 
terday by the Board of Aldermen. 

The board authorized expendi- 
ture of 312.750 for the study, 
which will be made by Sverdrup 
& Parcel, consulting engineers. 
East St. Louis, which is backing 
the use of the Parks site for a 
new major airport, is expected to 
contribute an additional $5000 to 
finance the survey. The study 
was recommended hy the City 
Airport Commission of St. Louis. 
A bill appropriating $95,000 for

A census taker who reveals any 
information to an outsider can be 
sentenced to jail for two years 
and fined $1000. President Tru- 
man, in his census proclamation, 
said: No person can be harmed 
in any way by furnishing the in- 
formation required,” adding it 
won’t be used for taxation, inves- 
tigation or law-enforcement. By 
law, the answers are only for sta- 


tistical purposes. 

Questions asked in the census 
include name, address, age, sex, 
race, marital status, occupation, 
home ownership—about 60 basic 
questions in all. The farm cen- 
sus forms, mailed out about a 


week ago, contain about 300 ques- 
tions, but a farmer will have to 
answer only those that apply to 
him. a 

Tabulation to Take Months. 

Primary purpose of the census 
is to determine anew how many 
members of the United States 
House of Representatives will be 
allotted to each state.

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While Missouri Plays With Fire 

The Belle Vista Sanitarium fire in suburban 
Philadelphia was the third major hospital fire 
in the nation in 12 months. The St. Anthony’s 
Hospital disaster in Effingham, III., killing 78, 
and the Merey Hospital blaze at Davenport, Ia., 
horrified the country. Still other fires drove 
home the lesson that adequate precautions 
against the danger were not being taken. The 
Noronic ship holocaust, the Kenyon College 
tragedy at Gambier, O., the University of Okla- 
homa fire all told their stories of neglect. . 


1 What, R arly, are the points of neglect 


ich are creating disaster at hospitals? At St. 
Anthony’s; the hospital had not been inspected 


by the American College of Surgeons. or, the 
‘Catholic Hospital Association. Sound-deadening 


materials on ceilings and walls were bought as 
fireproof, but in the opinion of the state fire 
marshal increased the death-dealing ‘speed of 
the blaze. At Mercy—where, as at Belle Vista, 
the fire ‘was set by a mental patient—the most 
recent inspection had been made two years be- 
fore. A recommendation that a sprinkler system 
be installed had not been carried out. 

Hazards like these, and other hazards as well, 
lurk in many other American hospitals, some 
of them in St. Louis. Some state hospitals in 
Missouri have been unable to remove known 


fire hazards because of the niggardliness of the 


Legislature in appropriating funds. If a disas- 
ter like St. Anthony’s or Mercy. or Belle Vista 
strikes in Missoyri one of these days, the re- 
sponsible officials cannot say they were not 
warned. They have been warned time and 
again in the past and they are warned anew to- 
Missouri 
and St. Louis require adequate fire safety codes 
for hospitals and all other public buildings. They 


require adequate inspection and enforcement. 


And‘ public institutions need enough money to 
do what an adequate Jaw—and their own good 
sense as well—would demand. 
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Two Vital Jobs 


President Truman has acted to plug two yawn- 


ing gaps in his top administrative team. He 


nominated W. Stuart Symington to be chairman 
of the National Security Resources Board, a post 
which has been vacant for 15 months. And he 
handed retiring Army Secretary Gordon Gray 
a six-month job of trying to bring imports and 
exports into balance.. 

Secretary Symington looks like a particularly 


good selection for the NSRB. His experience 


first as a successful industrialist and bringer of 
labor peace at Emerson Electric Manufacturing 
Ce. here, then as surplus property adminis- 
trator and Secretary of Air, is exactly the kind 
of background needed for a man charged with 
the responsibility of planning for ‘military, in- 
dustrial and civilian mobilization for war.

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Can Lustron Be Salvaged?‘ 


Maybe it is too late to save the Lustron ex- 
periment in mass-produced housing, but the 
Government ought to know for certain. If the 
Lustron Corp. vanishes, a good part of the Gov- 
ernment’s $37,500,000 loans to the company will 
vanish with it. New proposals to give Lustron 
a share of the public housing program offer 
some hope of salvage. . 

The suggestion comes from the National Asso- 
ciation of Housing Officials. This body is com- 
posed largely of state and local—not federal— 
housing officers. The association states that if 
one of every 16 public housing units were a Lus- 
tron prefabricated steel house, the company 
could continue to operate without more money 
from the Reconstruction Finance Corp. It 
pledged its support to federal housing officials 
to make the proposal work. Any private sales 
would permit some repayment to the RFC. 

This estimate of Lustron’s chances for sur- 
vival may or may not be correct, but certainly 
the RFC and federal housing authorities owe 
the plan careful study. For the loss that the 
Government would take on a complete Lustron 
failure, though measured in millions, is just one 
part of the potential loss to the country. 

Lustron was the nation’s first real effort at 
making homes on an assembly line, as automo- 
biles are made. The company never managed 
to overcome problems of selling and distribut- 
ing the homes, hence it is in receivership. But 


the firm did learn, a great deal about how. to 


apply industrial techniques to the building. The 
experience should not be à total Ioss. 

In the Lustrom case: the Government has two 
obligations. One is to save as much as pogsipile 
of the investment of taxpayers* money. The 
other is to maintain the hope that the United 
States can successfully apply its industrial 
genius to the housing shortage. 
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Little Progress on Pools 

It is becoming increasingly apparent that the 
Mayor and his Council on Human Relations 
solved nothing when they decided to open only 
the Mullanphy and Columbus pools to both 
white and Negro children summer. 

The decision has been gree by violent pro- 
tests from Negro citizens, who view the action 
as. merely a continuation of the old policy of 
segregation, with a very small bone thrown to 
those who would make St. Louis’ Negroes first 
class instead of second class citizens. 

Now representatives of 28 civic, social and 


Anter-racial groups, including such influential 


organizations as the Urban League and the 
Social Planning Council, have banded together 
to demand more forceful and positive action. 

Gradualism, the announced method of the 
Human Relations Council, fs a good way to ap- 
proach the problem of ending segregation, but 
too often it is a pious fraud, a mask held up by 
those who would do nothing at all. Certainly in 
this case the progfess announced by the council 
was so gradual as to be only barely discernible 
to citizens looking for a positive advance toward 
an end to segregation. 

It is now spring. There are but three months 
until the beginning of another swimming season. 
Th.s far, the Council has not made enough of a 
start toward solving the problem. 
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Opposition to Tipping 

Tipping should be abolished. So says the 
AFL Hotel and Restaurant Employes and Bar- 
tenders International Union. The American 
Hotel Association seconds the motion. And 
many givers and receivers of tips will agree. 

It is an unattractive custom on many counts, 
When it is used —as sometimes by restaurants 
to excuse inadequate wages, it helps perpetuate 
bad labor practices; a minimum wage would be 
much more desirable than tips, as a waitress, 
Mrs. Imogene B. Wright, told the Senate Finance 
Committee. In most cases tipping is degrading 
to the dignity of self-respecting workmen. To 
the patron, it is a nuisance, requiring change to 
be carted around and counted out in appro- 
priate amounts at every turn. To the Govern- 
ment tax collectors, it is a headache—for it is 
often used to conceal income. 

‘Nevertheless, tipping has run into big busi- 
ness. The Department of Commerce estimates 
restaurant tips at $400,000,000 a year. Coatroom 
concessions are estimated to bring in $300,000, 
900 a year. In tips of all kinds the total is put 
at $7 50,000,000 yearly. 2 
Airlines have won much good will for them - 
selves by doing away with tipping. Some trav- 


‘elers prefer tourist courts to hotels for the same 


reason. There are restaurant chains that bar 
tipping as a matter of policy. At the other ex- 
treme, elevator operators in some apartment ho- 
tels demand tips or, if they do not get them, 
retaliate with poor service. 


If other associations of employes and em- 


ployers will follow the lead of those in the hotel 


business, they can further the end of what is 
often a patronizing practice. In the long run 
service employes would be bound to benefit.

The debate and vote on the Alaska state- 
hood bill in the House of Representatives 
must have been Watched keenly by mod- 
ern day students of. history, for it brought 
to the surface again some of the little ani- 
mositiés. and frictions which at one time 
loomed so large as to threaten the actual 
adoption of the United States Constitution, 
and with it the creation of this nation. 


Some of Néw York’s. delegation forgot 
the past. New York, at the time the Con- 
stitution was drafted and ratified, was one 
of the small states fighting against the 


.. “tyranny of the great states“ and it was 


only after long and bitter debate that New 
York’ accepted the Federal Constitution. 


Yet this very week some of the Empire 
State’s Congressmen tried to use the tac- 
tics of the great states to bar the admis- 
sion of smaller ones, and to thwart the 
wishes of their oun people as already 
shown by straw votes in New York and 
by editorials in the New York state press. 


Not “We the States” 


Congressmen, after all, are the repre- 
sentatives of the people and the people 
want Hawaii and Alaska admitted as states. 
The Constitution, which permits admission 
of new territories as states, was drawn up 
not by “we the states” or “we the Con- 
gressmen,” but by “we the people of the 
United States,” as its preamble states. And 
it was only after long and careful study 
that Jefferson, Randolph, Adams, Ben 
Franklin, George Washington and the 
other immortals checkmated the “tyranny 
of the great states” by giving each state 
two Senators and as many Congressmen as 
its population would allow. 


In return, the populous states won a 
point by having all money bills originate 


_in the lower House, though the Senate re- 


tains the right to amend them. Isn’t it 


rather late to attempt in the heat of de- 


bate to revise this “most wonderful work 
ever struck off at a given time by the 
brain and purpose of man,” as Gladstone 
described it? The prevailing policy has 
been “hands off” in changing the basic 


principles of government this document 


established. 


The Constitution is immortal chiefty’ be- 
cause it imposes moral restraints on all 
member states, including the large ones. 
It is a triumph of the many over the few, 
a surrender of selfishness in favor of na- 
tional strength and welfare. No single 
state can thus control the Federal Govern- 
ment as Russia with its veto has con- 
trolled the United Nations and stopped the 
humanizing of atomic energy. 


The Same Arguments , 
It was foreseen that the selfish absente 
industrialists opposing statehood for 
Alaska would use the outlawed arguments 
for their purposes. [Illinois, now one of 
the powerful states, faced the same argu- 
ments upon its admission. California, her 
Constitution drafted and Congressmen 
elected before she was admitted, faced the 
arguments of thin population and remote- 
ness from the nation that Alaska faces 

today. 

It is ironical today that—thanks to Rus- 
sia's veto on control of atomic energy— 
great population in any one state may be- 
come a handicap soon. If the H-bomb 
ever falls, the scattered, thinly populated 
areas behind mountains and before pre- 
vailing easterly or southerly winds—such 
as Montana, Colorado, Wyoming and 
Alaska—may rise to succor millions from 
the states that scoff at their little cities. 


Europe can have its Hitlers gulping up 
Austrias and Czechoslovakias and its 
Stalins squeezing Yugoslavia, but in Amer- 
ica the weak and the strong are united in 
one common faith. Nt would be ironical, 
for instance, for the big states to demand 
the presidency, or the Supreme Court 
chief justiceship or party leadership each 
second term because of their size. 

Alaska’s power may one day produce 
metal for Pittsburgh’s steel mills and pulp 
for New York’s textile mills as today its 
animals provide furs for New York’s fur 
garment industry.

One of the world’s great newspapers is 
La Prensa of Buenos Aires. Haughtily in- 
dependent, it has made its appeal directly 


to the people—not only through exception? 


al news coverage and positive editorial 
speech, but through such unusual services 
as a free health clinic. In a variety of 
ways it has performed the services of a 
Community Chest as well as national con- 
science. | 

True to its tradition, La Prensa bu re- 
fused to truckle to Argentina’s dictator- 
President, Juan Peron. Consequently it 
has been the target of a long series of 
persecutions. Last summer the govern- 
ment went to the extreme of establishing a 
monopoly on newsprint and machinery im- 
ports, from which the Finance Minister ra- 
tioned it as he saw fit. 

La Prensa, considering itself a family 


property rather than a corporation, kept 


on importing newsprint as it has for the 
last half century. and even when Peron’s 
government confiscated all its laid-up stock 
of paper, La Prensa kept publishing and 
importing more paper. 

A large part of La Prensa’s income, how- 


ever, is from classified advertising. Con- 
sequently it uses more newsprint for that 
purpose than most United States news- 
papers do. One of Peron’s congressional 
committees has found therein the answer. 


It has held solemnly that La Prensa has 
illegally refused to make itself a corpora- 
tion, as all Argentina importers must. The 
Treasury therefore has issued à decree 
prohibiting the newspaper from importing 
any more newsprint or machinery. 

For 80 years Dr. Jose C. Paz and his 
descendants have operated La Prensa as a 
fearless newspaper. Today it appears that 
the price of remaining in business in 
Buenos Aires is subservience to Juan 
Peron. It will be a long time before free- 
dom comes again.

In the Days of the Old Turks 


THE GENTLE INFIDEL, by Lawrence Schoonover, (Mace 
millan Co., 304 pgs., $3.) |

When Mr. Schoonover writes an histori- 
cal novel he does a job of wofk. ~ 

in Sieh Ne See First; a chore of 
reportorial scho ip. He really bones 
up on his background material, so that his 
“period” matter is acturate, elaborate, de- 
tailed and interesting in itself—the whole 
texture of mode, manners, mores, dress. 
techniques, attitude, policy, principles and 
the character and physical traits of the 
historical characters who participate in his 
fabricated tale. Second, he contrives a a 
romantic fable fit for Hollywood though 
considerably more credible than Hollywood 
uses except for its truly topgrade pieces. 
And third, he writes with conviction, grace 
and swift sure humor. His novel may be 
as informative as a textbook, but never 
for a moment ponderously so—it is con- 
sistently bright, un- 
pretentiously amus- 
ing, over-all enter- 
tainment. 

Such are the vir- 
tues of the novel at 
hand. It ends with 
the Turkish conquest 
of Constantinople in 
1452 and might have 
been a slam-bang ex- 
ercise in romantic 
derringdo, decked 
with beautiful 
wenches, and that be 
all. Instead, though

the rawest appetites, this is a novel of in-

The novel’s hero is a Janissary, a mem- 
ber of that legendary corps of elite troops 
which the Turks created of selected sons 
of the sultan’s Christian subjects. They 
were the finest professional soldiery their 
age knew, partly because their rigid train- 
ing made them out-Turk the Turks not 
only in the practice of their trade but in 
their devotion to what is sound and ex- 
alted in the Mohammedan ethic. They 
were what Hitler hoped to make of his SS 
troops, except that the Janissary’s profes- 
sional pride had a morality. They were 
not stuffy; they were merely incorruptible. 

Ultimately this novel resolves into a 
contest of character—a Christian boy mis- 
takenly inducted into the Janissary corps, 
properly proud of honors he attained, beck- 
oned by circumstance of his Venetian 
origin and heritage. Mr. Schoonover could 
have grown very portentous about all that, 
but he doesn’t. His story smiles.

NOMAD, by George O. Smith. (Prime Press, 286

If this latest science fiction offering is 
any indication of a trend, and it may be, 
the purveyors of rocket ships and space 
rays are becoming somewhat stodgy.

Mr. Smith has two other science fiction 
works to his credit and seems to possess 
considerable acumen in the field. How- .

Catholics Accused of 
Espionage, Plotting 
Against State. 


PRAGUE, April 1 (AP)—Of- 
ficial Czech sources said more 
‘Catholic monks pleaded guilty to- 
day to high treason, espionage 
and anti-state activities in Com- 
munist-led Czechoslovakia’s first 
big trial of Catholic churchmen. 

The official news agency and 
the Prague radio said the two 
defendants were Sylvestr Braito 
of the Dominican order, professor 
of theology at Olomouc Univer- 
sity, and Jan Blesik of the Re- 
demptorist order. 

Ten abbots and monks are be- 
ing tried at the Prague state 
court. Western correspondents 
have been unable to gain admit- 
tance to the trial. 

Two defendants pleaded guilty 

to high treason at the opening 
session yesterday, à third pleaded 
“partly guilty,” and three others 
pleaded not guilty. 
The radio said Braito, profes- 
sor of the theological faculty in 
Olomouc and monk of the Do- 
minican order today pleaded 
guilty to high treason, espionage 
and mongering against the re- 
public. 

“He sent out false information 
about the republic and in his 
sermons predicted the overthrow 
of the regime and called on his 
congregation to prepare for it. 

“Since 1946 he was in touch 
the Vatican information 
service and sent out political and 
economic information which were 
to have been kept secret in the 
interests of the state.” 

The official news agency said 
“Blesik, member of the Congrega- 
tion of Redemptorists, pleaded 
guilty.” The radio version said: 
“He (Blesik) specialized in ser- 
mons in which he incited the 
faithful to stand at the side of 
the church hierarchy and at- 
tempted to monger against the 
people’s democratic regime. He 
spread false information accord - 
ing to Vatican instructions and 
threatened those who were faith- 
ful to the regime with excom- 
munication.” 

The two who confessed guilt to 
high treason yesterday were iden- 
tified by the news agency as Ab- 
bot Bohumil Vit Tajovsky of the 
mon ry at Zeliva, in central 
Bohemia, and Abbot Augustin 
Machalka of the monastery at 
Nova Rise. Abbot Machalka aiso 
was said to have confessed to spy- 
ing for the Vatican. 

The mews agency said pleas of 
not guilty were entered by Fran- 
tisek Silhan, provincial (director) 
of the Order of Jesuits in Czecho- 
slovakia; Jesuit Adolph Kaipr and 
Stanislav Bartak, of Nova Rise. 

Frantisek Mikulasek, a Jesuit in 
Prague, was reported to have 
pleaded “partially guilty.” 

Others on trial, the news agency 
said, are Theodore Matilak, of 
the Order of Redemptorists, and a 
Franciscan, Jogger Urban. They 
were expected to take the witness 
stand today.

THE MAJOR OBJECTION to 
stating exceptions is that in do- 
ing. so you cease to emphasize 
the right.

This, of course, emphasizes the 
generai point which has been 
argued before by certain nations. 
That is, whether it is wiser to 
have one article which, in a gen- 
eral way, says that all the articles 
are subject to certain general ex- 
ceptions, such as the require- 
ments of national security, law 
and order and public morals. Or, 


whether every article shall at- 
hoon he give in detail either 
se lusive exceptions or a full 
list of as many exceptions as the 
commission can formulate. 

The question has 
many hours of argument in 
discussions on the cOvenant. I 
see no way to settle them finally 
except by à vote and atceptance 
of the majority decision.
